The  Police  Comasiaaioncrship  prob- 
ably arouaed  the  jrcatest  interest  1 1 
was  a  close  race,  with  Captain  A.  M.

Probably,  no  pre- 
viona  Commissioner  derated  <more 
time  tM  the  task,  and  it  is  one  which 
the  defeated  candidate  has  very  much 
at  heart.
